NJSW YOBK, April 11—We are now 
pproaching the end. Ttie proclama- 
lon to tbe world was that the Chi- 
nese Empire must be maintained in- 
tact. We thought that England 
wanted money, and it was money that 
China agreed to pay. Now China has 
and to pay, but there is no cash in 
her strong box. The land taat she 
would 
willingly part with swarms 
with her bitterest enemies, and it* 
costs more to keep them in order for 
a single year than China collected in 
ten. Sir Robert Hart understood the 
ase perfectly and after the first wail 
}f sorrow in favor of maintaining the 
autonomy of the Chinese Empire was 
ver, England began to see the force 
f Prince Metternieh's definition of 
anguage—a medium for the conceal- 
ment of thought. For ways that are 
dark and for tricks that are vain year 
heathen Chinee is peculiar. It was a 
dreadful shock after such a brilliant 
xordium to the coming peace, where 
all the world was to rest, to look at 
be head of the next column and find 
hat this world of peace, which com- 
manded so much admiration, was like 
he Kilkenny cats—ready to eat each 
)ther up, even to the tips of their 
ails, and that, as a matter of fact, 
here was no such thing as peace for 
all tbe great powers were armed eap-a- 
jie, and actually spoiling for a fight. 
Just at present money seems to be 
he most important factor, as indeed 
t is one of the most unpleasant. On 
he money question, however, the 
United States have, every reason to be 
gratified, and as I mentioned in a for- 
mer letter, we appropriate sums of 
me thousand four hundred millions 
as if we were going to a country pic 
nic.There is no question that things 
ook better in South Africa now than 
.hey .did; a year ago. ,Kitchener's 
Irastic treatment was what was "un- 
doubtedly wanted. 'People keep talk- 
ngof, the cruelty of the war. 
War is 
always cruel. We talk of the cruelty 
of Boers; cruelty is necessary unless. 
we want war to continue forever. 
Lord Clivesweeps down through India 
ike an avenging Nemesis and leaves 
A bread trail of ruin and death behind 
him. Then catne a peace, a lasting 
jeace, suchas ludia bad not known 
!or a hundred years- Life and prop- 
erty were made secure, and ttiis is the 
tribute that war pays to peace. Sheri- 
dan discovers .that the Shenandoah 
Valley is tbe main support of the 
rebel army. It's not in revenge that 
he burned the homes ail along his 
route—he left little .behind him-bat 
rom the battle of Cedar Creek to the 
old apple tree of Appomattox in a 
"ew 
weeks ;:the valley was 
as 
peaceful 
as any rale in Massa- 
ihusetts or Vermont;. Men of the 
same race, equally brave, equally de- 
mined, each believing he was Tight 
and that those opposed to him were 
wrong, were pitted against esch other 
n-mo'rtal combat; it se.ttled down in 
ihe end to the mere supply of war ma- 
terial; he who had the best commis- 
iary. the largest number of men and 
an abundance of military supply, was 
jound to win the day. He was wise 
aeyond his generation who said that 
he had discovered that Providence 
was generally on the the side with the 
heaviest guns. 
The situation in China looks tan- 
gled and ugly; it is an evil sight when 
we see those joined in a common cause 
of mercy forgetting Waterloo, Sedan 
aad all the great battles that separat- 
ed them within the last hundred 
years; 
forgetting their differences, 
their sacrifices and their losses and 
laying down side by side to sleep, hav- 
ing traveled together for thousands 
of miles to battle for a common cause, 
the trifling difference of opinion as 
to bow the war in China shall end and 
what shall be the final settlement; 
drawing their weapons and suddenly 
facing each other and for a time for- 
getting tbe humanity that they came 
so many thousands of .miles to relieve. 
Ih'a very short time we hope for a 
settlement. The draft on the coun- 
tries engaged in the adjustment of 
these vital questions is tremendous 
and destructive. 
Reflect for one moment on tbe fear- 


ful loss to America alone. The in- 
crease of our army is 75,000, which, 
with the 25,000 which it numbered be- 
fore the Spanish war, makes an army 
of 100,000 fighting men. Not the old 
and debilitated and tbe worn, but tbe 
best and most perfect of physical and I 
mental condition composing the very 
flower of our American manhood. 
How long can any nation stand such a 
draft as this without deterioration? 
besides this army draft the demands 
of the navy must be heard. The new 
fighting machines that now mark the 
sea and line the borders of every land 
are ominous of disaster and destruc- 
tion. We have invested millions for 
defense and on the dome of the capital 
should be written, "Not one cent for 
tribute." Men.the wisest in th e land 
are desirous to know the limits of our 
republic from either of tbe poles to 
MM equator. Tbe changes nave been 
M rapid and so wonderful that we 
OAT* not had time to. determine tbe 
extent of tbe republic. 
It tt amove, almost ineooiprebea- 
•ibte, tbtt nattoaal wealtb DM in- 
keeping peee with the extent 
OMMn. At yet we e*n hardly 
whltfcer we are frtftlaf. 


to 


this nation has known before.. .Will It 
be believed abroad thata corporation 
is actually being formed In the state 
of New Jeisy.^the capitalization of 
which is 11,000,000,000? Itonlyjeemi 
like a decade since the possession of a 
single million was looked upon at a 
financial wonder. 
Tbe Rothschilds, whose united cap- 
ital after fifty years of financial ven- 
turn and experience were credited on 
tbe money markets of the world as 
tbe possessors of one hundred millions; 
they controlled the financial ventures 
of more nations than any other finan- 
cial corporation that the world bad 
ever known since the days of Croesus, 
and yet.in our own day and genera- 
tion we have seen the life of a single 
mechanic accumulate tl5tt,000,000. Jay 
Gould in about 20 years- accumulated 
enough to give cash of his chllden*18,- 
000,000 and his oldest' son, George, 
nearly $25,000,000. Tbe income of his 
youngest daughter was (800,000 per 
annum. Tet on this vast sum she 
nearly run into bankruptcy. Commo- 
modore Vaaderbullt left his oldest 
son 835,000,000 and to each of his oth- 
er children a million dollars 
It is 
true that revolutions never go back 
ward, then may we look for the rule 
of capital for untold ages to come.The 
whole trend of the age is for an in- 
crease of power, an increase of speed, 
an increase ot light, an increase of 
happiness for the millions. Humanity 
will not bear to be harnessed like a 
beast of burden. The forces of Na- 
ture shall be so developed as to lift 
the yoke from the neck of'labor. The 
tremendous force of Niagara's flood 
shall fall on toilsome labor's ears like 
the sweetest music, telling of present 
joys and happiness to come. 
But 
lack of this pleasant vision is a pic- 
ture hard and cold, that tells of mur- 
der most cruel and devilish, and once 
more awakens the Belief in the cfoc- 
trine of total depravity.

Perhaps it may be re- 
vealed to us in the dread hereafter. It 
was a dramatic scene, not to be for- 
gotton when Jones satdown to read 
the history of the murder, which he 
himself had completed.

HOW TO GET A ROUTE 


Petitioners For titfal Delivery Must 


Be Beads of Faattet. 


HIGH INDORSEMENT REQUIRED

Superlndendeot A. W. Machen, of 
the free delivery bureau of the post 
office department, has Issued a circu- 
lar of insructions governing rural free 
delivery throughout the country. 
It directs that petitioners for such 
services be heads of families, who 
shall show the relative population 
along the route, the character of the 
roads, principal; avocations, of the 
people and distance each one has to 
travel to receive mail. A map of the 
routes proposed is required. The pe- 
tition must be indorsed by either a 
senator or a representative in con- 
gress. The route must be over 20 
miles long, serving at least 100 famil- 
ies and those desiring the delivery 
hereafter must be prepared to put up 
suitable boxes. -These boxes will be 
entitled to the protection of tbe Unit- 
ed "States statutes. ,* 
Bural carriers are not required to 
deliver ordinary mail to houses stand- 
ing back from the main road. 
They 
may carry other business than United 
States mail. Patrons are required to 
cooperate by keeping the toads up to 
the standard in^jall weather. The 
maximum pay foiyearriers now is $500 
per annum for a full route of approx- 
imately 25 miles. -"Carries are to carry 
a supply of stamps}, stamped envelopes 
and ^postal cards, and must cancel 
stamps on all letters collected. 
These instructions have been re- 
ceived by William's. Gaitree, of Ma- 
rietta, general inspecting agent for 
Ohio, -Indiana, Kentucky, - Michigan 
and Wisconsin and will be, placed in 
operation immediately.

instance of Edwin W. Bishop of Mun- 
cie, Ind., a stockholder in the concern 
and it was stated in the bill of com 
plaint filed that the association had a 
large amount of money loaned on 
property in Qalveston, Tex., which was 
swept away by the flood in that city 
last year, and the loss so impaired 
the association's asssts that it can not 
flo business profitably.

Pana, Ills.. April 12.—Eden Van 


Riper of San Jose, a hamlet north of 
here, has had removed from his ear 
a piece of tin which he has carried 
ever since the civil war. In the battle 
of Atlanta, July 22, 1S64, Mr. Van 
Riper was struck on the left side' of 
the head with a bullet that entered 
lust below the temple and ploughed 
its way entirely through the left side 
of his skull, coming out just behind 
the ear.

While, therefore, the Goulds 
are probably now in control of the 
road, they will not carry their point 
at the May meeting without acontest.

tlc-e Jerome on the baw la the Cel- 
ebrated t •*>•«. 
New York, April 12. — Justice Jer- 


ome, 
at the close of the bearing in 


the case of Attorney Albert T. Pat- 
rick, charged with the murder of mil- 
lionaire William M. Rice, announced 
that he reserved his decision, but 
hoped to make it known by next Mon- 
day. 
It rests with Jerome whether or 


not Patrick will be held for the grand 
jury.' Meanwhile ^-atrick will stay in 
the Tombs. 


In summing up, the prisoner's coun- 


sel, Mr. Moore, presented several rea- 
sons why he thought Patrick should 
be freed. The last one wzte this: "Ad- 
.mitting, if you will, that Patrick is 
guilty of forgery, corroboration of that 
has no bearing on the charge of mur- 
der. We contend that there is no evi- 
dence that Rice was murdered." 


"That may be," Justice Jerome said, 


"but under the common law. on the 
statement of Jones alone. I should 
have to hold the defendant to the 
grand jury- Whether the' statutes 
change '-this, in regard to holding a- 
defendant for the grand jury, is the 
.question. That is a mere question of 
law and can easily be settled." 


Mr. Moore.acting for David L. Short 


and Morris Meyers, waived examina- 
tion of the charges of forgery against 
them, as he also did concerning the 
charge of forgery against Patrick. The 
latter was remanded to the .Tombs 
without bail on the murder charge; 
but no bail was fixed for him in the 
forgery matter, while Short and Mey- 
ers were held in bonds of $10,000 each. 


Pesthouse Burned. 


Bradford. Pa., Apiril 12.—-This town 


is greatly excited over the burning .by 
a mob of a public /building: Three 
•weeks axo a smallpix case developed 
here, the patient being a railroad man. 
named William Meyers. The victim 
was isolated in his rooms in the Arm- 
strong block, ^the board of health lack- 
ing, a pesthouse, and soon recovered. 
Later five new cases developed, and 
ttie board of-health decided to secure 
a .temporary pesthouse, a large frame 
scnoolhpuse being selected. A mob 
gathered and set fire to the structure, 
making demonstrations' against the 
authorities while the building crack- 
led and burned.
